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DETAILED ACTION 
Status: 

1. Claims 1-11, filed as a preliminary amendment on October 17"^, 2005, are 
pending. 

Telephonic Election 

2. A telephone call was made to Song K. Jung but did not result in an election. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. This application contains 
the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked as to form a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. In accordance with 37 CFR 
1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single invention to which 
the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-4 and 6-8, drawn to an aluminum alloy plate product. 

Group II, claims 5 and 9-1 1 , drawn to a method of manufacturing an aluminum 
alloy plate. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

4. Unity exists only when there is a technical relationship among the claimed 
inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding claimed technical 
features. The express "special technical features" is defined as meaning those technical 
features that define a contribution which each of the inventions, considered as a whole, 
makes over the prior art." (Rule 13.2). The question of unity of invention has been 
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reconsidered retroactively by tine examiner in view of tine searcli performed; a review of 
JP 2004-144294 maizes clear that the claimed special technical feature (A! plate of 
claims composition, grain size, and intermetallic particle content) is not novel over the 
prior art. JP '294 discloses an Al alloy plate comprising, in % by mass, 0.82% of Mg, 
1.0% of Si, 0.35% of Fe and 0.06% of Mn, the remainder consisting of Al and 
unavoidable Impurities and wherein the average value of recrystallized grain size is 25 
pm. The amount of intermetallic compound particles with a circle-equivalent diameter of 
1-6 |jm can be estimated by the size of the intermetallics and their spacing and results 
to be more than 5000 particles/mm^. 

Furthermore, this reference appears to demonstrate that the technical feature 
does not define a contribution which each of the inventions, considered as a whole, 
makes over the prior art. Thus, lack of unity becomes apparent "a posteriori" after taking 
the prior art into consideration. Accordingly, the prior art of the record supports 
restriction of the claimed subject matter in to the groups as mentioned immediately 
above. 

Joint Inventors 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 
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Rejoining practice 

6. The examiner lias required restriction between product and process claims. Wliere 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations 
of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance with the provisions of MPEP § 
821 .04. Process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of 
the patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented 
prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final 
rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are 
governed by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103, and 112. Until an elected product claim is 
found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product claims 
and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. See 
"Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re 
Brouwer an6 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)," 1184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order 
to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy. Applicant is advised 
that the process claims should be amended during prosecution either to maintain 
dependency on the product claims or to otherwise include the limitations of the product 
claims. Failure to do so may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder.
